On tbe other hand, the Goebel law would absolutely diafrancblae evnry voter 
Id the State at the will of two out of three men aitting at Pranktoit, with 
unlimited authority over every election officer in Kentucky, and rtaponolUa 
to DO power of tbe pMpIe, reserved or delegated. To create anch a tribuaal 
I independent of and superior to every organized function of popular gdvdln- 
I meut, judicial, czecntlveand legislative (for except in Ite appointment, which 
I may not always be an exception. It is also Independent ot the Legislature), 
is to create an autocratic tribunal foreign to and fatal to the Demociatic theory 
of goverumeut. It is to erect upon the mere form of democracy the rsalit* 
ot oligarchy. It It to employ the pretense ol tepnbllcaolsm for the eutnu' 
ment of despotism. Even if this bill, which has so blindly, sad we‘Bff ~ 
think, to nothonghtedly, passed both houses of the General Assembly 
more liberal in its terms and provided that the commission which it foatl- 
Intes shonid In any way be amenabte to the people or their repreaeatstivea, 
anch liberality would only be In semblance; for with the power with which 
this commission, once inetitnted, le inveeted, it can chooee as ita own ctaa« 
turea courts and Legislstnres, as well as every other elective official, to do 
ita will.

The warm winds that play upon ocean, lake and rivulet 
and carry away watery vapor to heights at which the satuiated air is 
d, and falls to earth in the form of rain. The sleeping germ of the 
: is not aroused by chance, but by the operation of the laws o'f nature, 
g suns and showers arouse the sleeping oak and nature due* the rest, 
phenomena of nature ap|>ear by chance. The fruit of men’s deeds, good 
or bad, come not by cbanct ; but all come about as the natural eflect of cause. 
A fool might gaze into tbe>air for the cause that forces an object to earth or 
search the heavens for a machine that causes rain, but the sensible thinker 
goes to nature for a knowledge of the truth. 

There is a cause for all this turmoil and strife and unrest. Theie lies a 
cause somewhere for the fra'uds committed in Louisville, Lexington, Coving* 
ton and other places. That there is a cause none can deny. Circumstances 
and event* transpired from the Music Hall convention to the present, point 
to the Goebel election law as the first great cause. The author of that law 
forced himself upon the Democracy ^of Kentucky, as it* nominee by the most 
inlamou* schemes of fraud known to human ingenuity. From the inception 
of hi* campaign to the day when an assassin struck him down, his highest 
ambition was to be Governor of the Commonwealth at any cost, regardless of 
the people’s wish or will.
